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Plans for Dump

There were fireworks Thursday, as proponents and
opponents of the dump in the South Torrance — Rolling
Hills area collided head-on at a Regional Planning Com-
mission zone board. The board took the matter under
advisement, - SRR T

Chief Engineer A. M. Rawn,
of the County Sanitation Dis-
trict, backed by officials of all
towns in the area, including
Torrance's Clty Council declar-
ed that a cut-and-cover rubbish
disposal operation would im-
prove the land, The site is_lo-
cated on hoth sides of Cifn-
shaw Blvd, about 1500 feet
north of Palog Verdes Dr, North
and covers about 150 acres,

1600 Object

On the other side, James Cob-
ham, of 3881 Palos Verdes Dr.
North, presented a petition con-
taining some 1600 names object-
ing to the dump. Cobham was
accompanied by a group of
ladies—Mmes, Cobham, J. St&r'r
ley 8mith, Albert Holland, Ruth:
ella Wilcox, and Frank Horvat
~bearing signs with pictures
of rats and mice and such slo-
gans as “How would you like
a dump 60 feet from your home

q—germ!, rodents for my yard.”

The petition sald that the dia-
omaceous earth cannot be com-
pacted, that no control will be
exercised over rubbish pickup
trucks, that property values will
suffer, and that dust and ver-
min will originate in the debris,
Former Mine Site

The land is now owned by the
Great Lakes Carbon Corp,
which formerly mined diatom-
aceous earth there, Mow, how-
the sanitation district is
asing the land through a
sellat-agreed appr
der eminent domain law,

The Great Lakes Co, has laid
down a rigid method of cut-and-
cover operation to eliminate
dust, noise, unplieasant odors,
and other factors which might
endanger health or property
values, according to Gerald Kel-
ley, attorney for the firm.

Rawn sald that there 18 a
eritical need for public dumps,
declaring that 12,000 tons of
household rubbish will pile up
every day unles there Is a place
to bury it.

‘Drop In Bucket’

“This dump alone 1s only a
‘drop In the bucket' to what we
will eventually need even

he sald. “This Is a reclamation
project, At the same time, it
is the least expensive \\'ny there
is to get rid of rubbish."

Cobham sald that there were
other available dump sites, such
as the present Agajanian dump
near Wilmington, sites in the
Fuente Hills, and possibly in
the Bixby Slough, He sald he
feared that private pickup
trucks would not be the “closed
kind unless cities or the county
exercise jurisdiction over them,”

County officials are watching
this hearing closely because it
ig the first of many public hear-
ings on Aump sites which will
be held in the near future, ne-
cessitated by the ban on burn-
ing.

Board To Rule

The zone board will rule on
Rawn's application for a zone
varlance to allow use of the
area as a dump in a few days,
After the zone board's recom-
mendation, either for or against,
the Regional Planning Commis-
sion must call a hearing on the
same issue. The final decision,
however, will be up to the
Board of Supervisors, who also
must hold a public hearing,

and highways within the Tor-
rance city limits, and

enclosed type or cover properly
to prevent refuse from spilling
or blowing from the trucks en-
route to the dump.
